How io Make a Good 
Nail Box

Tin Cans Make the 
Nail Compartments 


The middle portion of the 
frame was cut from a one-inch 
board six and one-half by twenty- 
two inches above the level of the 
box. The compartments are each 
four inches in height and width, 
but are of different lengths. The 
ends _ are of 
board, the bottom cut round to 
make easy picking. A piece of 
tin bent round the ends, forms 
the sides and bottom of each 
compartment. A few good size 
tin cans will supply the _ tin, ‘but 
the top edges should be folded 
over to prevent cut fingers. A 
cover which is not shown in the 
picture—was cut from thin board 
with a slot through’ which the 
handle projects. When this cov- 
er is fastened on with a strap even 
the hired man will carry the box 
without mixing the nails.
